R. V. Ward, Upland; Austin 
Austin Burt, Ontario, and Ralph 
Shoemaker, Claremont, will rep- 
regent the communities adjacent 
to the wash in asking a Congres- 
sional committee to include funds 
in an appropriation bill for the 
proposed improvement. Mr. Ward 
will represent the Pomona Valley 
Protective association, while Mr. 
Burt and Mr. Shoemaker will 
jointly represent Upland, Ontario, 
Chino, Pomona, Claremcnt and

H. C. Van Dusen, who has been 
connected with the Upland post 
office for almost sixteen years, has 
receved notice from the Post Of- 
fice Department in Washington 
that he has been appointed assist- 
ant postmaster at Bakersfield. 

Mr. Van Dusen came to Up- 
land from Bakersfield in 1922. He 
had been a clerk in the office there 
and assumed a clerkship here. 
About two years later he was ap- 
pointed assistant postmaster in 
Upland, which position he haa held 
ever since and has performed the 
duties to the utmost satisfaction 
af postal officials and patrons of 
the local office. The only reason 
Mr. Van Dusen and his good wife 
are leaving Upland is because of 
the splendid increase in salary 
paid in the Bakersfield position.

One Plan Drawn 

Plans are already drawn for the 
proposed building at D street. If! 
voters favor that site it is likely 
actual construction can be started 
within the near future. Total cost 
of the structure and the furnishings ; 
is estimated at approximately $75,- 
000. 
The building would face on D 
street. The west wall would be 
within a few feet of the fire station. 
The east wall would be within a 
few feet of the sidewalk on Second 
avenue, Accomodations would be 
provided for all city business and 
departments, 

Advantages Listed

tion point out what they consider 
several advantages. Among the 
advantages cited are these; 

First—The fire truck driver can 
serve as a police department desk 
sergeant, thus permitting the reg- 
ular police officera more time on 
patrol and outside work.
